RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 26 May, 2016) 

On 26 May 2016, when terrorists managed to break contact with our stops at Naugam Sector in Kupwara district of 
Jammu and Kashmir, Havildar Hangpan Dada along with his section was tasked to chase and trap fleeing terrorists. 
Displaying ingenuity and understanding of ground, the ex-commando moved with incredible speed in inhospitable snow 
bound high altitude terrain. This move blocked the escape route of the terrorists and surprised them. 

In the ensuing firefight, when his section was pinned down by heavy and accurate fire, with utter disregard to his 
own safety he moved to a flank and closed in with the terrorists sheltered in rocks and boulders, resulting in saving lives of 
his comrades. He displayed exemplary courage and presence of mind and killed two terrorists at close quarters. In the 
exchange of fire, he was grievously injured. Undeterred, the NCO went after the remaining terrorists. In the process, he came 
face to face with the third terrorist whom he killed in hand to hand combat before making the supreme sacrifice. Thus, Hav 
Hangpan Dada killed three terrorists in the operation single handedly and his action led to elimination of the fourth terrorist. 

Hav Hangpan Dada exhibited most conspicuous gallantry, selfless devotion beyond the call of duty, and made the 
supreme sacrifice while fighting the terrorists.

No. 106-Pres/2016—The President is pleased to approve the award of the “Shaurya Chakra” to the under mentioned 
persons for the acts of gallantry:- 

1. SHRI ATU ZUMVU, SUB-DIVISIONAL POLICE OFFICER (SDPO), KOHIMA, NAGALAND 

(Effective date of the award : 14 January, 2015) 

Acting on the information from sources which had been in surveillance for more than a month, Shri Atu Zumvu, 
Sub-Divisional Police Officer (SDPO), posted at Kohima, accompanied by other personnel, conducted a search and special 
operation in wee hours of 14.1.2015 and busted the hide out of suspected NDFB (National Democratic Front of Bodoland) 
(Sangbijit) outfit in the outskirt of Kohima, Nagaland. A thorough search was launched. After risking his life, three high 
ranking hardcore NDFB(S) militants, who were responsible for massacring 81 innocent people on 23 rd December, 2014 in 
Assam and wanted by the NIA, were apprehended by the officer on 14.1.2015 from a hideout located at the outskirts of 
Kohima. The timely arrest of the 3 (three) hardcore NDBF (S) militants had prevented their escape to Myanmar or to 
create more law and order situation in North East, especially in the State of Assam. During preliminary investigation, it was 
learnt that the trio had sneaked into the State capital via Dimapur, evading arrest from the Assam Police. 

Had they not been arrested there were high chances of their escaping to Myanmar and becoming a threat to law and 
order situation in the North East and particularly to the State of Assam. 

Again on 23 rd January, 2015, in another separate incident, two hardcore NSCN(K) cadre, responsible for abduction 
of 6(six) truck drivers of Manipur State for ransom on NH-29, were courageously apprehended by Shri Zumvu risking his 
life. They were subsequently booked under National Security Act. On 23 rd January 2015, Shri Atu Zumvu led a joint team 
and conducted surveillance between the stretch of aforementioned location along NH-29 and at around 0945 P.M, he noticed 
a white coloured Maruti Gypsy, which was moving towards Kohima in a suspicious manner. The said vehicle boarding three 
person forcefully overtook one truck bearing Registration No. NL-07A/5389 and stopped it. Shri Zumvui’s team rushed to 
the spot. The miscreants on seeing the police team tried to flee, however as the act was spontaneous, the 2(two) persons 
involved were arrested red handed from the spot. During preliminary investigation, the two arrested persons were identified 
as John Sema, SS 2 nd Lieutenant and Habwang Konyak, SS Corporal, NSCN(National Socialist Council of Nagaland)(K). 
The apprehension of this group members brought normalcy and free of anti-social elements along NH-29 on the stretch for 
commuters especially to Manipur bound trucks transporting commodities late at nights. 
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Shri Zumvu, thus exhibited exemplary courage and commitment for duty and apprehended miscreants without caring for his 
life. 

2. 5756771H NAIK BIR SINGH, 21 st BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award : 28 August, 2015) 

During OPERATION PANGSHA conducted on 28 August 2015 at International Trade Centre area, Dan Pangsha at 
Nagaland, Naik Bir Singh was the Commander of the Squad tasked to ambush the vehicles of NSCN (K) insurgents. When 
Naik Bir Singh and his buddy moved to intercept the vehicles, the militants were shocked by the swift action of Naik Bir 
Singh and fired on him indiscriminately. With lightning-fast reflexes, he immediately raised his weapon and engaged the 
militants, killing one instantly and wounding two others. In the ensuing firefight, despite multiple bullet wounds including 
one to his thigh-bone, Naik Bir Singh crawled along the foliage, under intense insurgent fire and brought down accurate fire 
on another militant who had taken cover behind a vehicle to fire at the squad, neutralising him on the spot. Ignoring the 
profuse bleeding and pain from his grave injury, the NCO demonstrated exceptional resolve to control and divert his squad to 
a safe zone all the while relentlessly firing at the militants to suppress their fire, thus displaying the highest standards of 
camaraderie and esprit de corps, upholding the glorious tradition of the Indian Army. 

Naik Bir Singh displayed gallantry, tenacious leadership and outstanding courage under fire beyond the call of duty. 

3. IC-75501F CAPTAIN GAURAV SHARAD JADHAV, REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY / 36™ BATTALION, THE 
RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award : 17 September, 2015) 

Captain Gaurav Sharad Jadhav as High Risk Mission Platoon Commander of 36 Rashtriya Rifles (GARHWAL 
RIFLES), on 17 September 2015, at 2100 hrs, on receiving information of suspicious activity near enemy post LC Hut at 
Bandipore district of Jammu and Kashmir, appreciated the likely infiltration route and laid an ambush with 10 Other Ranks in 
one of the most treacherous and inhospitable terrain. 

At 2345 hrs, on noticing the approaching terrorists, with exemplary presence of mind the officer readjusted and 
sprung the ambush at the opportune moment leading to a fierce fire fight for 15-20 minutes. Appreciating that the terrorists 
might sneak back across the Line of Control, with utter disregard to his personal safety and unflinching grit moved into the 
killing ground and killed one terrorist. 

Meanwhile another terrorist lobbed a grenade at the officer. Displaying unparalleled military acumen the officer pinned down 
the terrorist with a grenade thereby forcing him to take cover. Seizing the opportunity with raw courage, the officer jumped 
out of cover and shot the second terrorist in his head. 

Captain Gaurav Sharad Jadhav displayed brave act in the face of certain death with ability to lead without casualties 
during the operation. 

4. IC-62820P MAJOR RAHUL DEV SINGH, THE JAMMU AND KASHMIR RIFLES / 3 rd BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award : 04 October, 2015) 

On 04 October 2015, on specific input regarding presence of terrorists in Harigaon, Pulwama district of Jammu & 
Kashmir, the officer launched his party to cordon the area. While the search party was approaching the target house, two 
terrorists rushed out, firing indiscriminately on search party resulting in injury to his buddy. The officer quickly retaliated, 
pinning down the terrorists and injuring one of them. The officer, under heavy volley of fire, evacuated his buddy to safety. 
While doing so, he also engaged the terrorists and eliminated one terrorist. 

Subsequently on 23 Nov 2015 in another operation in village Siligam, district of Anantnag of Jammu & Kashmir 
while the search party led by him came under fire from terrorists, officer assessed the situation and readjusted the party to 
intercept the fleeing terrorist. When the officer and his buddy were approaching the location, they came under heavy and 
effective fire. Undaunted by the fire, the officer under the covering fire of his buddy and with utter disregard to own safety, 
displayed conspicuous bravery and unflinching courage closed in and single-handedly killed one of the terrorist. 

Major Rahul Dev Singh displayed dauntless courage, exemplary leadership, tactical acumen with utter disregard to 
personal safety during both the operations, which resulted in elimination of three dreaded terrorists. 
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5. JC-311084X NAIB SUBEDAR KANKARA V SUBBA REDDY, CORPS OF ENGINEERS / 44 th BATTALION 

THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 26 October, 2015) 

On 26 October 2015 at 1620 hours, Naib Subedar Kankara V Subba Reddy, received information from Maj 
Ashutosh Kumar Pandey, about presence of two terrorists in the village Drabgam of Pulwama district of Jammu and 
Kashmir. Naib Subedar Kankara along with his team successfully cordoned the suspected area while maintaining surprise. 

At 1720 hrs Naib Subedar Kankara observed two suspicious individuals near target house. The JCO along with his 
buddy Sepoy Brajesh Khatana using highest standard of field craft closed in towards the suspects, fearlessly and challenged 
them. On being challenged, the suspects replied with heavy automatic fire thereby injuring Naib Subedar Kankara. 
Although bleeding profusely, beyond call of duty, the JCO retaliated with aimed fire which killed one terrorist 
instantaneously and injured the second before becoming unconscious. Later, the JCO was evacuated to 92 Base Hospital, 
however, succumbed to his injury. He fought bravely befitting the tradition of the Indian Army. 

Naib Subedar Kankara V Subba Reddy displayed tactical acumen, courage under fire with deep sense of mission 
orientation and making supreme sacrifice for the nation resulting in successful elimination of two hardcore terrorists. 

6. 14939722P SEPOY HARI CHETTRI, THE MECHANIZED INFANTRY/9™ BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA 

RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 29 October, 2015) 

Sepoy Hari Chettri was part of the operation at Khandipura village of Kulgam district of Jamuu and Kashmir based 
on hard intelligence regarding presence of Lashkar-e-Toiba Chief Abu Qasim, one of the longest surviving terrorists involved 
in planning and execution of numerous terrorist initiated incidents on Security Forces. 

Sepoy Hari was placed as a stop in the cordon and at approx 0215 hours on 29 October 2015 observed suspicious 
move of an individual towards him. Before he could realise, the terrorist lobbed a grenade and fired indiscriminately on him 
in a desperate bid to escape. Unflinched by the shock effect caused by the grenade blast, he maintained due composure and 
mental alertness and fired back thereby injuring the terrorist. The injured terrorist kept moving and fired bursts of rounds on 
Sepoy Hari Chettri. Displaying conspicuous courage beyond the call of duty, Sepoy Hari Chettri held his ground and kept 
bringing down accurate fire on the terrorist, ultimately eliminating him while he was just three feet away from him. 

Sepoy Hari Chettri displayed the gallantry beyond the call of duty, extreme presence of mind, determination and 
tenacity resulting in the elimination of a terrorist. 

7. IC-76699X CAPTAIN ELISEN Y JAMI, 12™ BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 

FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award : 02 November, 2015) 

Captain Elisen Y Jami launched a special operation in the jungles adjoining Aghunato village in Zuneboto district of 
Nagaland on 31 Oct 15. After negotiating thick jungles and treacherous mountains, the party reached the area of operations 
on 02 Nov 15 at 0400 hrs. 

At 0530 hours, the party noticed and challenged a suspiciously moving Tata Sumo moving on a track, following 
which the party came under effective fire from the vehicle. Sensing danger to his party and realizing the presence of a 
kidnapped civilian in the vehicle, Captain Jami, with utter disregard to his personal safety, while exposing himself drew fire 
upon himself, engaged one terrorist and shot him dead. Shocked by his audacious action, the balance of the terrorists started 
to flee towards the adjoining jungles firing indiscriminately. Despite under fire, exercising utmost restraint and tact, Captain 
Jami secured the kidnapped civilian and thereafter pursued the fleeing terrorists along with his JCO, closed on to their 
position and personally shot down the second terrorist at close range. 

Captain Elisen Y Jami displayed act of gallantry with utmost restraint while under fire resulting saving the kidnapped 

civilian. 

8. 924787 CORPORAL GURSEVEK SINGH INDIAN AIR FORCE (SECURITY) (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 02 January, 2016) 

Corporal Gursevek Singh, Indian Air Force (Security) was deployed as Special Forces operative at an Indian Air 
Force (IAF) Garud Special Forces Unit since 30 Sep 2013. 

He was inducted for special operations at Air Force Station Pathankot as part of a Garud team on the evening of 
01 Jan 2016. During the special operations, Corporal Gursevek Singh was the track commander of an assault team deployed 
for a search operation inside Air Force Station, Pathankot. 
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On 02 January 2016, at 0310h, during search operations, he observed a group of terrorists and moved quickly to 
intercept them after alerting the whole assault squad. In the process, his team came under intense hostile fire from four 
terrorists, in which one of his team members was grievously injured. Corporal Gursevek Singh, along with his buddy officer, 
engaged the terrorists in a fierce exchange of fire. During the course of the assault, he suffered three severe gunshot wounds. 
Despite his injuries, he refused evacuation and along with his buddy officer, continued to engage the four terrorists at 
extremely close range till his last breath. His brave resistance under fire, without regard to his personal safety, resulted in the 
terrorists being contained at the same spot for more than 25 minutes till the arrival of reinforcements. The terrorists were 
prevented from entering the technical area of the Air Force Station, thereby ensuring the safety of all aircraft and other 
strategic assets. 

In the face of heavy odds, Cpl Gursevek Singh’s professionalism, exemplary courage and display of esprit de corps 
stood out as he made the supreme sacrifice for the nation in the face of the enemy. 

9. IC-66162L LIEUTENANT COLONEL NIRANJAN EK, CORPS OF ENGINEERS/NATIONAL SECURITY 

GUARDS (BDU) (POSTHUMOUS) 


(Effective date of the award : 03 January, 2016) 

On 03 Jan 2016 at Air Force Station, Pathankot, Punjab, the Bomb Disposal team of the Counter Terrorist Task 
Force of National Security Guards was tasked to remove and recover live grenades, shells and dead bodies of terrorists as 
part of sanitization operation. The operation area was thickly vegetated and undulating with lot of unexploded grenades and 
explosive devices rendering the approach to the dead bodies of the terrorist extremely hazardous. Lieutenant Colonel 
Niranjan EK volunteered to lead his team for this high risk task of recovering the IEDs and dead bodies of the terrorists. The 
officer effectively removed two dead bodies of the terrorists and successfully neutralized the booby trapped IEDs attached to 
the bodies. Keeping in mind the safety of his team and displaying utter disregard to his personal safety, the officer led the 
recovery of the third body of the terrorist and while doing so, a concealed booby trapped grenade blasted and the officer 
sustained severe multiple splinter injuries. 

Lieutenant Colonel Niranjan EK displayed act of bravery, unparalleled dedication to the mission, indomitable 
courage of highest order in the face of enemy, extraordinary leadership ensuring safe passage for the intervening troops to 
conduct the successful operation and led to the neutralization of two terrorists and made supreme sacrifice. 

10. SHRI KUKUDAPU SRINIVASULU, POLICE CONSTABLE(9365), Cl CELL, TELANGANA 

(Effective date of the award : 23 January, 2016) 

Shri K. Srinivasulu, PC was deputed to Bangalore city to assist the NIA to track some terror suspects in Karnataka 
State. He, along with colleagues of Cl Cell of Telangana State, kept surveillance on terrorist suspects. In the course of 
surveillance on 23.1.2016. he found a terrorist suspect Alam Zeb Afridi moving on Hero Splendour with a woman pillion 
rider on Doddla Naga Magala road in Bangalore. Alam Zeb Afridi was a SIMI activist turned Indian Mujahideen and 
Islamic State operative. He was involved in 12 serial bomb blast cases of Ahmedabad (2008); Church street blast and burning 
of Israel Visa Processing Centre (Bangalore); Islamic State conspiracy case (Rc.No.14/2015/NIA/DLI PS) etc. He was 
instrumental in imparting training in preparation and usage of IEDs to IS module in Hyderabad. 

Shri Srinivasulu immediately chased the suspect on motor bike to track him down. Getting suspicious, the terror 
suspect turned his bike and hit the bike of Shri Srinivasulu. No sooner did Shri Srinivasulu fall down, the suspect pounced 
upon him and attacked him viciously with a dagger and caused stab injury in his abdomen and tried to flee. Even after getting 
injured, Shri Srinivasulu did not give up and held on to the suspect tightly, preventing him from running away. Repeated 
requests by Shri Srinivasulu were ignored by the private security guards and bystanders, who remained mute spectators. 
Despite his injuries, he managed to overpower and apprehend the dreaded terrorist. His arrest led to busting of Junood-Ul- 
Khilafa Fil Hind module affiliated to IS, arrest of its 22 activists across the country, besides recovery of pipe bombs, 
explosives material, etc. 

Shri K. Srinivasulu, PC exhibited act of bravery, exemplary valour and fortitude in apprehending Alam Zeb Afridi 
risking his own life. 

11. 2799285W NAIK SHINDE SHANKAR CHANDRABHAN, THE MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY /41 st 

BATTALION, THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 


(Effective date of the award : 12 February, 2016) 

Based on specific input, a search and destroy operation was launched by Maj Harvinder Singh in village Marsari of 
Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir on 12 February 2016 at 1300 hours.

Naik Shinde Shankar Chandrabhan was the scout alongwith Gunner Sahadev Maruti More. At 1415 hours, as the 
team approached the suspected house, intense and effective heavy volume of automatic fire was brought down by terrorists 
hiding in the house. Naik Shinde, despite being hit grievously, effectively pinned down the terrorists by his bold retaliatory 
fire, thereby assisting Gunner More to crawl close to the door. Undeterred and unmindful of his own injuries, the individual 
displayed extraordinary grit to cover the entry of Gunner More. When Gunner More was hit, Naik Shinde selflessly hurled 
himself on the terrorists and killed one at extreme close range. Sensing presence of more terrorists and grave danger to his 
team members, Naik Shinde maneuvered to outflank the terrorists and engaged them from an advantageous position thus 
eliminating second terrorist. The NCO continued to fire effectively thus pinning them down and sustained multiple gunshot 
wounds to which he succumbed subsequently. 

Naik Shinde displayed raw courage, audacity in face of grave personal danger and an indomitable fighting 
spirit, which led to elimination of five hardcore well trained foreign terrorists and recovery of huge cache of war like 
stores. 


Naik Shinde Shankar Chandrabhan displayed act of fortitude and selfless bravery in which he personally killed two 
hardcore terrorists and ensured safety of his team members, before making supreme sacrifice. 

12. IC-78545K CAPTAIN PAWAN KUMAR, 10™ BATTALION, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 

FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 


(Effective date of the award : 20 February, 2016) 

Captain Pawan Kumar epitomizes the spirit of the quintessential Special Forces officer. From October 15 to 
February 16, the officer led his troop in four successful operations that resulted in the elimination of six terrorists. Contrary to 
the medical advice, he ignored injuries sustained in a previous operation and continued leading his men on relentless counter 
terrorist operations. 

On 20 Feb 2016, still recovering from his past injury, Captain Pawan Kumar led his troop during Pampore operation 
at Pulwama district of Jammu and Kashmir. Despite grave personal risk the officer conducted close reconnaissance of the 
target building and decided to conduct building intervention operation - a high risk option to obviate collateral damage. 
Leading from the front, he reached the top floor, firing into the door and window of the room in which the terrorists were 
holed up. As he kicked the door to lob the grenade inside, the hidden terrorist shot him from a close range. Undeterred by his 
grievous injuries and refusing evacuation, the officer kept firing at the terrorist killing him. His gallant action saved the lives 
of his comrades and set the stage for elimination of remaining terrorists. 

Displaying unparalleled courage and indomitable spirit in four consecutive operations, Captain Pawan Kumar made 
supreme sacrifice for the nation. 

13. IC-72326M CAPTAIN TUSHAR MAHAJAN, 9™ BATTALION, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 

FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 


(Effective date of the award : 20 February, 2016) 

Captain Tushar Mahajan was the architect of the Pampore building intervention operation wherein he formulated the 
plan, sited the fire bases and led the building clearance operation at Pulwama district of Jammu and Kashmir from 20 to 22 
February. 

As the operation progressed, Capt Tushar risked himself to extricate the grievously wounded Lance Naik Om 
Parkash under fire. While approaching the third floor his squad drew terrorist fire from a room. Undeterred, the officer 
lobbed grenades and cleared the room that had caught fire. Emerging into the corridor they were pinned down by heavy fire 
from a room further ahead. Seeing his men threatened, Capt Tushar advanced forward, firing and lobbing grenades 
simultaneously. The hail of terrorist fire caught Capt Tushar in his legs, swinging him midway. Bleeding profusely, the 
officer overcame excruciating pain and returned fire, wounding the terrorist. Shot again in the arm, Capt Tushar, displaying 
unparalleled resilience, aggression and raw courage charged and killed the terrorist instantly before collapsing and 
succumbed to his wounds during evacuation. His supreme sacrifice while safeguarding his men galvanised them into clearing 
the building and recovering bodies of three terrorists. 

Captain Tushar Mahajan displayed indomitable courage, gallantry, inspiring leadership and self sacrifice while 
eliminating one terrorist and evacuating his wounded comrade. 
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14. 13769974W LANCE NAIK OM PARKASH, 9 th BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

(SPECIAL FORCES) (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 20 February, 2016) 

Lance Naik Om Parkash was the leading scout during the Pampore building intervention at Pulwama district of 
Jammu and Kashmir. A veteran pointsman and Battle Causalty, he had been awarded the Asadharan Suraksha Seva Praman 
Patra in Special Group by the Prime Minister for eliminating four terrorists. 

On 21 February 2016, having breached the first floor door, he led the clearance upto second floor lobby when they 
drew heavy fire from third floor. Realising the mortal threat to his comrades, L/Nk Om Prakash immediately returned fire 
thereby diverting the terrorist’s attention and drawing fire onto himself, sustaining grievous gunshot wound in the process. 
Unmindful of his pain and blood loss, he despite his disadvantageous position, defied odds to advance forward and displaying 
raw aggression and unparalleled courage eliminated one terrorist before being shot again. His gallant charge eased pressure 
on his comrades and set stage for elimination of the remaining terrorist. Having ensured his squad’s safety, he painfully 
extricated himself to cover, before being evacuated and succumbed to his wounds in the hospital. 

Lance Naik Om Parkash displayed indomitable courage, gallantry and selflessness while killing one terrorist, 
ensuring safety of his comrades and extricating himself before making the supreme sacrifice.
